Thatis, thatthe ſaid Truceſhall bee good Firme, Loy 
all and Inuiolable, and ſhall continue and indure for the 
ſpace of Twelue yceres, and that during the ſaid time,there 
ſhall bee-an abſtinence and diſcontinuance, and. ccaling 
from all Actes. of Hoſtilige jn any manner and faſhion 
whatſocuer, berwcene the ſaid King of Sparze, the Arch- 
duke and Dutches andthe States Generall , as well by Sea 
andin all other Waters andRiuers, as by Land in all King- 
doms,Countryes, Lands and Signiories,and betweene all 
their SubieCts and Inhabitatits, ofwhat qualitie or condi- 
tion ſo cuer they: bee, without exception of 'place or 
Pertons. 

IT. 

That either Side ſhall poſſeſſe , and effefually enioy all 
thoſe Countries, Townes,Places, Landes, and Signiories, 
which they at this preſent hold, poſlefſe and enioy , with- 
out any trouble, moleſtation, or contradiction whatſoc- 
uer, during the continuance of theſaid Truce, wherein it 
is1ntended and 'to-be vndcrſtood, that the Boroughs, Vil- 
lages, Hamlets, andplaine Countries thereunto depend- 
@ ing,ſ{hall be AT - 

That the Subiedtes and Inhabitants of the ſaid Couns 
tries, belonging vnto the aforclaid King, Archdukes, and 
States, half have and vie all maner of good correſpon- 


dence, and amitic one with the other, during the time of 
theſaid Truce, without calling to mind, or remembring 
any of the offences, hurts, and dammages, that - Or a»

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paſſed Warres, and troubleſome times, and ſhall and may 
freely frequent, inhabite, and dwell in each others Coun- 
tries, and there vſe and exerciſe their Trades, and rrafhcke 
of Merchandizes , with all ſecuritie, both by Sea, and in 
other Riuers and waters, andalſo by Land : which neuer- 
theleſſe the ſaid King of Spaine vnderſtanderh to bee re- 
ſtrayned and limitted vnto the Kingdomes, Countries, 
Lands, and Seignories, which he holdeth and poſſeſſethin 
Eurepe, andin other places & ſeas, wherethe ſubiets of the 
Kings and Princes hn are his Friendes and Alies, haue 
the id tree trafficke : and touching the Places , Townes, 
Ports, and Hauens , which hee holdeth out of the Limits 
aforeſaid, that the ſajd States and their ſubiets, ſhall nor 
may not vic any trade or trafficke there, without the li- 
cence andexprelle permiſſion of the ſaid King : notwith- 
ſtanding , they ſhall and may freely trade and trafficke (if 
they thinke it good) in the Countries of all other Princes, 
Potentares , and People, that ſhall or will permit, ſuffer, 
and grauntthem leaue, and that without he ſaid Limits, 
withour any ler, trouble or impeachment(otthe laid King, 
his Officers and Subiectes , that depend on him) for that 
cauſe giuen, vntothe ſaid Princes, Potentates,and People, 
which haue permitted, or hereafter (hal permit, ſuffer and 
grant it vnto them : nor vnto them or any of them in ge- 
nerall or particular,with whom they hauc heretofore traf- 
ficked, or hereafter ſhall trafhicke.

And for that it is requiſite that a reaſonable long time 
ſhould bee granted and ſer downe , wherein to aduertiſc 
thoſe, that arc out of the {aid Limits with Ships and mar- 
tiall Forces, to deſiſt and abſtuinefrom all aGtes of hoſtil- 
ty; Itis agreedand concludeg, that the Truce atoreſaid

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ſhall not begin till this day rwelue moneth : alwaies pro- 
uided, thatit notice of the ſaid Truce may ſooner bee ſent 
vnto them. that from that timeforth all Actes. of hoſtilitie 
ſhell ceaſe; bur if after che ſpace of one yeere, any at of 
hofſulitic ſhal there be vied and commitred, the dammages 
done and receiued thereby, ſhall bee reſtored againe with- 
out any remiſſion.

naturall ſubiects of rhe {aid Countries,and of heir friends 
andallies,thatſ:allin that point be lcalt Charged and vur-

 Thatthe Subicts and Inhabitants of che Stares in the 
vnited Proninces,ſball haue the ſane ſccur! ic and ortig 
in the Countries of the {aid King and the Archdukes, tit 
hath becne granted vnto the $1 bietts of the Kir.p of great 
Brittaine,by the laſt Treatic of Peace. and fecret Articlcs 
made and concluded with the Conſtable of Cailile.

 Thatthe Marchants, Maſters of ſhips,Pilots , Saylers, 
Ships, Merchandiſes, Money ,and other goods belonging 
vnto them, ſhall not be {cited vpon nor arreſted, by vert..c 
of any Mandament or Commiſſion generall oc partic!!- 
lar,nor for any cauſe concerning the warres, or otherwiſe, 
neither yet vnder any pretence of viing them or any of 
them for the conferuation and deftznce of the Countries 
on cither ſide. Neuerthelefle it is zo be vnderſtood, that 
Scalures and Aretts made by the orguuazic wayes of Ln, 
al:

And touching Trade and-Trafhicke inthe Netherlands, 
and the Taxes and Impotitionsthat ſhall be taken and Le- 
viedvpon Vares and Merchandifes, if heteafter it ſhall be 
found thar they are exceſſive great and intollerable, and 
that thereby ane hinderance may growevuto'the Sub- 
iccts ot the ſaid Countryes , vpomthe firſt motion and re- 
queſt made bythe one, orthe other part, certaine Com-

That they,whoſe goods and lands haue bin ſcaſedvpon 
and confiſcated by meanes of the warres,or their heires,h1a- 
uing good cauſe, ſhall enioy their ſaid goods during the 
faid truce; and ſhallenter and take pofieſhon Tas. by 
their owne ney authority,and by vertue of this preſent 
Treatie,without any recourſe vnto Law or Tuſtice: Not- 
withſtanding , any Incorporations , Confilcations , Mor- 
gages,Gitts, Contracts, Articles of agreementand tranf- 
portations ,or me renunciations made in the fſaidtranſ- 
portations , thereby to exclude any part of the ſaid lands 


and goods,from them to whom they ought to appertaine; 


vpon charge and condition, ncuerthelcſlc, that they ney- 
ther ſhall nor may diſpoſethereof, nor yer raiſe nor dimi- 
niſh cherents of the ſame, during the time that they ſhall 
enioy and poſlcſſe them, withour licence and permiſſion 
firſt had, and obtained from the ſaid Archdukes or the 
States.

Which alſo ſhall take place for, and to the profite of 
the heire of the Prince of Orange deceaſed : namely, tou- 
ching therights which they pretend to haue in the falt 
pondes,in the Countic of Bourgoigne,which ſhall beper- 
mitted and quietly left vnto them 3 together with the 
YVocd; belonging to tlie lame.

accordingrto the laſt ſeaſure, which ſhal be paide vnto them 
yearely during the Truce,by them that holde and pofleſſe 
the ſame: or clſe it ſhal be lawful for them to adreſf: them-- 
ſelues vnto the Heritage ir ſelfe that hath bin ſold. 

XVL 

Bur if the ſaid Sales haue beene made by order of Law 
and Iuſtice,for,and in conſideration of the Truce, and law- 
full debts of thoſe , ro whom the ſaid lands and goods did 
appertaine, before the confiſcation made. it ſhall be lawful - 
for them, or thetrheires vpon occaſion offered,to redeeme 
them, paying the ſumme for the which they were folde, 
within one yeares time from the day of this preſent Trea- 
tie: after the which time,they ſhall not bepermitred ro do. 
it ; andthe ſaid redemption hauing bin made by them,they- 
may diſpoſe thereofas they ſhall thinke good, without ſee. 
king after any other licence or permiſſion.

If any fortifications or publike works have bin made on 
eyther part wich permiſſion and authority ofthe ſuperiors, 
in ſuch places where reſutution.ought to be made by this 
prelentTreaniezthe proprietarics therot ſhal content them- 
{clues with the eſtimation ard valuation thatſhall be made 
thereot,by the ordinary Ludges,borh of rhe laid places,and 
alſo ofthe juriſdiction that they hed therein, vnuull the par- 
ties theinſclues can otherwile agree thereon. 

XX. 

Touching thelands and goods of Churches,Colledges, 
and othes ſpiritual places, within the vnited Prouinces, 
that were members depending vpon,, and belonging vnto - 
the Churches,Benefhces and Colled es, that are vnder the 
obcdicnce of the Archduke , which haue not in ſoide be- 
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forethefirſt ofTanuary 1 6 0 7.ſhall be reſtored vito them 
againe ; andrthey ſhall enter into, and poſſefſethe ſame by 
their own priuat authority , without any officer of Iuſtice, 
and ſhall enioy the ſame during the ſaid Truce, & yet with- 
out diſpoſing thereof as aforeſaid 3 bur ſuch lands and 
goods as hane beene ſolde before the ſaid time,or giuen in 
payment by the Sates of any of the Prouinces; the rent 
of the value thereof,ſhall be paid them euery veare, accor- 
dingto the laſt ſeaſure, by the Prouince thatſhall haue 
madethe ſaid fale,and giuen or aſſigned the ſaid goods in 
payment as aforeſaid, fo tharthey may be aflured thereof. 
The bkeſhall be done andobſcrued on the part and be- 
halfe of the ſaid Archdukes. 
XXL 
Thoſe to whom the. goods” and lands confiſcated 
ought to be reftored,(hall not be bound to pay the arera- 
es of rents,charges and dueries, ſpecially impoſed and re- 
erued vpon the Pig lands and goods, tor the time thac 
they enioyed notthe ſame; and if they be ſued, moleſted 
or troubled for the ſame; on cither part, they ſhal be freely 
acquited and abſolued thereot.

No pretence of any payment ſhall be made, touching

Such aQions or ſuites, as haue bin remitted by theſaid 
Archdukes or the States, for-the profite of particular 
debtors, before the firſt of lanuarie 16 07.ſhall bee dif 
anulled on both ſides;

The time that hath paſt ſince the beginning of the 
warres, from the yeere of our Lord 15 67. vneill this Pre- 
ſent yeere, ſhall not beereckoned to induce any preſcripti- 
on, betywceneſach perſons as were of diuers partics.

Thoſe that withdrew themſclues into neuter Coun- 
tries, during the warres;ſhall alſo enjoy the benefite of this 
Truce, and may dwelt andinhabite where they ſhall thinke 
good, and retnrneagainevnto their ancient habitarions, 
there to cyyell and contmue inall ſecuritie, obſeruing the

No newe Forts ſhall bee made duringrthe ſaid Truce, 
within the Low Countries, neither on the one fide nor 
the other.

The Lords of the Houſe of Naſſaw, ſhall not be purſu- 
ed, or yet moleſted, during the ſaid Truce, neither intheir 
perſons, goods nor lands, for any debts made bythe ſaid 
Prince of Orange deceaſed, from the yeere of our Lord, 
1 5 67. vntill the day of his death, nor yet of the arrerages 
hapned and fallen our, during the feafing and withholding 
of the lands and goods that were chargeable tor the ſame.

ment, and allo ab inteſtato, according to the cuſtomes of 
theplaces : and if any Succeſſions did heretofore fall and 
eſcheat vnto any of them, they ſhall bee maintayned and 
conlcrued.

All Priſoners of the warres, ſhall be deliuered on both 

Sides, withour paying any ranſomes.

And tothe end that this preſent Treatic ſhall the better 
be obſcrued and kept, The ſaid King of Spain, the Arch- 
dukes, and the States doe particularly promile , to vphold 
and maintaine the ſame, and cach of them to vic all the 
meanes they can to make all the paſſages Free, and ro 
cauſe the Seas and Rivers within the Land to be kept free 
and Nauigable, againſt the incurſions of mutinous Per- 
fons, Pirates, Curlarics and Thecues,, and that if they can 
apprehendand take them, to cauſe then to bee rigoroully 
puniſhed according to their deſerts.
